This oꝛder (Columella ſaith)the hul⸗ 
bandes in his dayes were woont to call emplaſtring, oꝛ inocu⸗ 
lation: and beſoze Colume llas dapes,7 heoyhraſtus in his booke 
de cauſus plant arum, dooth ſhewe the reaſon of inoculation, 
Plinie dooth ſap , it was fyꝛſt learned of Dawes , hydpng of 
ſeedes in caues and holes of trees. This kinde of graffing as 
Columella dooth w2pte,and our Gardners them ſelues confeſſe, 
is beſt to be vſed in ſommer, about the twelſt of June: yet Dily- 
mus ſayth, he hach graffed in this maner, and hath hadde good

There are that put this difference betwirt the Apples 
Apple and the Nut, that what ſo euer fruite is to be eaten ſoft 
without, and hard within, is an Apple, and the contrary a Nut. 
Pomum generally ſpoken, is to be vnderſtoode of all that the 
Greekes compzehend in the wooꝛd Oxraea,as Peaches,Quin: 
tes, and Pearcs, wherevnto the Lawyer agreeeth : but in this 
place I ſpeake of Apples, accoꝛding to the common phꝛaſe: as 
fo2 Quinces,}Iomegranates,+ Turky JIlomes,J! wpll ſpeake 
of in thep2 due places. There are ſuch ſundzy ſoztes of Apples, 
diflering both in ſhape and ſauour, as axe ſ karcely to be num: 
bꝛed. Jn che olde time the cheeleſt Apples were Septians, bery 
great and round, M artians,Clandians, M atians, and Appians, 
ſo called of cheyꝛ firſt founders: ſome againe tooke their names 
of cheyꝛ countreps , as Camerians, and Grecians : ſo others of 
they} colours, as revde,ſanguine, ſilken, and golden, We haue 
at this day that are checfe in pꝛice the Pippin, the Romer, the 
Pomeropal,the Marligold, wich a great number of others, that 
were too long to ſpeake ok. There is but one maner of plan⸗ 
tyng and graffing of chem all, ſauing chat the Peache, the Le⸗

wyll gene ſucke to a ſtraunge Calfe/, but let not the Calues 
Ive with them in the night, foz feare of ouerlaping them, 
Some weane them at che firff , and ſuckleth them with 


Milke, oz UWhaye , hauing a little Bꝛanne in it, oz Flomne, 
where with they bzing chem vp, till they be able to feede . 
Whether you meane to reaxe them foz bꝛeede, labour, o2 fee- 
ding, you muſt let them want no ſtoꝛe of good paſture : fo2 
though they be of neuer ſo great a bzeede, yet pftheir paſture 
be ſcantie , they wyll neuer come to their full growth :

ter to cut them at two peere alde, then at a yeere olde , which 

muſt be donne in the ſpꝛing oꝛ at the kall of the leafe, the Boone 

being in che wane : you muſt cye vp the Calfe to a frame, and 
befoꝛe pou cut him, vou mult faſten about the ſynowes, whereby 

the ſtones hang, a coople of ſmal ſtickes like a payꝛe oftonges, 

and taking holde thertwith, cut away the ſtones,ſo as a little of 
1 the vpper parts of them may remapne with þ fozeſaid ſpnows:

Thzee dayesbefoze pou ſheare them, 
you mult waſhe them well, and when chey be full dꝛy, pou may 
ſheare them: they doo not in all places ſheare their Sheepe, 
but in ſome places (as ?/inie ſayth ) pull them. The old hul⸗ 
bandes did account foz the beſt wooll , the wooll of Puglia, and 
that which in Italy was called the Greeke fleeſe : the next in 
goodneſſe they tooke to be the wooll of Italy: in the third 
place they eſteemed the Mileſfan fleeſe: the wooll of Pullia is 
but Go2t, and meete to be wozne onely in ryding clokes , The 
wooll about Tor an, and Canas, is thought to be paſſing good:

Agayne, being made of fatte and newe 
milke, it wyll very lang endure , and long continueth in his kat⸗ 
neſſe and ſoftneſſe : about a two oꝛ thꝛee houres after you haue 
put in your Rennet , the milke commech to a curd, which is 
ſtraightwayes put into Foꝛmes, oꝛ Cheeſefattes , and pꝛelled: 
oꝛ pf they be but ſmall, they are only pꝛeſſed with the herd. It 
they be of any quantitie , they haue great weyght vpon them: 
it is very necyefull you pꝛeſſe out the Wihap with as muche 
ſpeede as you can, and to ſeuer it from the curd, and not to let it 
Iye ſlowly dꝛayning of it ſelfe, Thoſe that make great Cheeſes, 
haue mouldes fo2 the purpoſe , and weyghtes and pꝛeſſes an: 
ſwerable, After this, they take them out of the pꝛelle, and laye 
them vpon Mardelles, oꝛ fapze ſmoothe tables, ina ſhadowy 
and cold place, and cloſe from all windes, ſpꝛingling them all 
ouer with Salt, that they may ſwrate out all thep2 ſowzeneſſe, 
laping them ſo, as they touch not one the other. Chen they be 
nowe well hardned and thickned, they are taken vp, and pꝛellev 
agayne with greater weyghtes, and rubbed over with parched 
» amd after layed in pꝛeſſe againe, whereby it is thought 
they wyll neyther haue eyes, no} be ouer dzy: which faltes hap⸗ 
neth to tome when they be eyther not well p2eſſed, oꝛ too much 
ſalted . Some vſe to put into the bottome of they? poyles, the 
greene kernelles ofthe Pine apple, and milking into them, doo 
cauſe it ſo to turne. Nou map allo cauſe your Cheeſe to reliſhe of

what ſoeuer you wyll, as Pepper,01 a pother ſpyce: but cola· 
mella countes that fo2 belt Cheeſe, that hath leaſt mirture in it. 
The ftrongelt Cheeſe, and hardeſt of digeſtion , are thoſe that 
are made of Buffes Pilke, the next are ſuch as are made of the 
ilke of Ewes, but the myldeſt, and lighteſt of digeſtion, are 
thoſe that are made of Goates Pilke; the Cheeſe that is made 
of Pares Pilke,is of the ſame quantitie that the Bulle Cheeſe 
is. There is Cheeſe alſo made Pilke, and of Alle 
Kore fn great ftimatiin of cattell, Such as are tou- 
ched both aboue and beneath, and hauemoze then foure pappes, 
pou can make no Cheeſe of they Milke, fo2 it wyll neuer curd, 
In our dapes, the beſt Cheeles are the Patmaſines, 
made about the Ryuer of Po, eſteemed fo they greatneſſe,and 
dapnetinelle, f which you Yap bꝛought into other coun- 
treys that wap aboue chyceſco:e . Next are commended 
thc Holland Cheeſe, the Cheeſe of ndy , andthe Eng- 
liſhe Cheeſe. In England, the beſt Che tie is the Cheſſhpze,and 
the Shzoplhyre, then the Banbury fe none tho hos, 
and the Eſſex Cheeſe, and the very wozlt the Kentiſh Cheeſe, 
The places where the belt Cheeſe is m vm as 
olde engliſhe Ditichon, better ſenſed, then 
Banbury, Langtony, — 22 go thou by.

That the keeping of Swpne belongeth tohul , 
bandzp , dooth euidently appeare by the ſaping of the auncient 
hul bandes, counting him a llouthlul and an vnthziftie huſvand, 
chat hath his Bacon rather from the Butcher, then from his 
owne roofe : fo2 there aryſeth as great p2ofite many times to 
vs of our owne Swpne, as doth to you that be keepers of grea⸗ 
ter cattell of your flockes : fo: vf Bacon be away, the cheeteſt 
ſuppoꝛter of the huſbandmans Ritchin is wantyng . Any 
wheras Swpnes fleſh ſeemeth abominable to þ fooliſh Jewes, 
J beleeue veryly they neuer taſted the Gamonds of Fraunce, 
ſobighly commended by / arro , Str bo , Athenens , and other 
learned wyeers : which Jl ſuppole were no other but the fly⸗ 
ches of Weſtphaly, lo greatiy eſteemed at this day; not onel

is no beaſt beſides, that . there is in 
him neare fifty different taſtes, euery other bealt hath 
but one: and hereof came at ly the harp law of the Cenſozes, 
fozbidding it to be vſed at ſuppers ,t hevdders., the ſtones, the 
trypes,and the fozepart of the heads u [Swyne,(as Plinie wit- 
neſſeth) , And moſt apparant is it, that not onely the French, 
and the Dutch in coſe ayes bt lſ th Tas , and te 
Greekes , nouriſhed great heardes of Swyne . Among the 
Greekes, ——ů one of my name, that had 
twelue Hogſties, euery ſtye cc ning lifty Pozklinges, and 
Polybins wyprech,ofmoze then a th md to be rered at a time, 
among the auncient Italians, 2 kans, and French , / arre 
accounteth a hundꝛed hut a all hear . Wiho ſo wyll nour iſhe 
Vogges, muſt haue regard both to the kayꝛeneſſe, and the age: 
Varro addeth beſide, the quegreof th kinde, and the country, 
And becauſe the young doo commonly reſemble they parents, 
he would haue you choole ſuch as re fap2e , and large bodyed, 
and which makes moſt to the matter, as fruitefull as may be:

Doo pou warrant that theſe 
Swpne are ſound, that I ſhall well entoy them, that you wpll 
anſwere the faultes, and that they be ofa healthy bꝛeede? A wet 
mooꝛiſh ground, is meetelk foz this cattell,fo2 he delighteth not 
in water, but in durt and myꝛe, ſo much (as / arro wpteth) that 
the Woolfe, as ſoone as he hath caught a Sowe, dzaggeth her 
to the water, becauſe his teeth is not able to abide the heate of 
her fleſhe. And although this beaſt wil away with any ground, 
- (fo2 he ſeedeth both in mountaynes, champion, andmariſh) yet 
his cheele delight is in the Woods that is full of Quagmires, 
where there groweth ſtoꝛc of Dke,Cozke, Beech, Baſtholme, 
wpld Olyues, wyld Dates, Haſelnuttes, Crabbe trees, Plome 
trees, and Chery trees: fo2 theſe doo fruite diners times, and 
feede the heards almoſt al the whole yeere. Th ere there wan⸗ 
teth Aoods , they mnlt be fedde from the ground, wherin a 
marriſhes to be p2eferred befoze a dꝛy ground, that they may 
mouſell in the marſh , digge vp wooꝛmes, wallowe in the myꝛe, 
and toomule in the puddels of water, which in ſommer is moſt 
neede full. They alſo hunt after rootes, ſpecially Fearne rootes, 
and the rootes of Bullruſhes, Ruſhes, and Sedges, beſide good 
graſſe well feedech a Swpne , and Dychardes of Cheryes, 
Plomes, Apples, and Nuttes. And notwithſtanding all this, 
the Barne, foz pou muſt feede them often by hand, when meate 
faples abꝛoade, and therfoꝛe you mult pꝛeſerue ſtoꝛe of Acozns, 
in Ceſtoꝛnes in the water, oꝛ dꝛyed vppon ſmoky Flooꝛes, alſo 
Beanes, Peale, and Tares muſt be geuen them, and not lo 
much as Barly ſpared: fo2 this kinde of feeding dooth make 
them fap2e , and not onely fattes them, but geueth the fleſhe a 
pleaſant taſt. Ihen they are yet young and ſucke,both they, 
and they dammes muſt be well fedde, they muſt be put to feede 
early in the moꝛnyng aloꝛe the heate of the ſunne, & after kept 
in ſhadowy places, where there is good ſtoze of water. Afoze

her,wherby(the Pirates = p Swyne came ſafe to land 


to theyꝛ mailters . As I haue here told pou of the condicions of 
the Boare and the Sowe,andof they} keeping, ſo wyll  nowe 
ſbewe pou the maner of thep2 bꝛeeding. The bzeming time is 
reckoned to be from winter, tyll the twelfth of Parch, ſo ſhall 
pou haue them to farrowe in ſommer: fo2 the Sowe going 
koure monethes with pigge , farroweth in the ſykth.

J told you befoze, 
that he was an vnthꝛiſty huſband that had his Bacon from the 
ſhambles,and not of his owne pꝛouiſion: and beſides, my mai⸗ 
ſters the Phiſicions gene great commendations to Hogs fleſh, 
in chat it hach ſuch a nearcneſle # agreement with our bodyes, 
neither is there (as J ſapde befozc) a beaſt chat makes moze 
diſhes. And therkoꝛe it is greatly fo2 pzofite , to haue the huſ⸗ 
bandmans kytchen well ſtoꝛed with Bacon, wherwith he may 
ſuſtaine his houſhold al þ whole yeere. You ſhal eaſely (though 
woods be wanting) find Barnes, Marſhes, + Cone feeldes to 
feede them with , They wpll be fatte (as Plinie ſuppaſeth) in 
thicelcoze dayes, ſpecially pf they be kept from meate three 
dayes befoze pou feede them: they are fatted wich Barley, 
Dres,o2 other Coꝛne, oꝛ Pulſe,epther geuen whole, oꝛ ground:

Their age may be knowen 
by their teeth, the young haniug(as Ariftotle ſapth)white teeth 
and ſharpe : the olde , blacke and blunt. In the ſpꝛing they be⸗ 
gin tobe ſawte, and goe with whelpe(as Ariftotle and X eno- 
hen ſapth)thzeeſcoze dayes, oʒ at the moſt thzeeſcoze and three, 
Varro myteth, that they gor thee moneths with young: the 
Dogges of Lacedemon ingender at eyght moneths olde, and

the Latines, gaue them names of two ſpllables,the Germanes 
lightlp but one ſyllable, as Ball, Slut, Patch, Grym xc, al- 
though Columella would not haue their names vnder two ſylla⸗ 
bles, ſhewing fo2 example the names of Dogges among the 
Greekes, and the Latines 5 as; cu, bun a Ax Adxdy, AND 
Lupa. Tigrts, Cerua: X enop hon reckoneth vp thouſandes al fo2 
the molt part of two ſyllables. The diſeaſes and greeuances ot 
Dogges, are the byting of Flyes, Tycks, and Manginelſe. 
Againſt chis, you muſt waſhe them, when they be Wlhelpes, 
with bitter Almondes ſtamped and ſtrayned with water, waſs 
thing them both about their eares, and betwirt their clawes, 
that neyther Flyes ſticke to them and bliſter them, noꝛ Tycks 
82 Lyce moleſt them: and yf they be alredy mangy, vou muſk 
annoynt them with Tarre, and Hogges greaſe: che Tycks 
alſo, yf you touche them with this medecine , wyll pꝛeſently fall 
of, fo you muſt not plucke them ol by foꝛce. If pour Dogge be 
full of Fleas, the remedy is Cimmmin beaten with a like quan⸗ 
titie of Neeſing pouder,+ mingled with water, rubbe him ouer 
with it, 02 the olde dꝛegges of Oyle rubbed ouer all his body. 
It he be ſ kabby, take Cy:hi« and Seſamum,beat them togea- 
ther, & mingling them with Tarre annoynt the ſoze : this me⸗ 
decine wyl alſo remedy a chꝛiſtian creature. They ſay alſo, that 
yt you thuſt the ſkinne though with an iron, it wyll heale the 
mangineſſe, oꝛ pf pou ſmeare them over with Gunne pouder, oz 
caſt them into a Tanners Fat. Ariſlotle wpteth,that Dogges 
are cheefely croubled with thote diſeaſes , madnelle, Quinſey, 
and the Goute, and whatſoever he byteth in his madneſle , be⸗ 
tommeth alſo mad, and dyech thereof: the madneſſe ts moſt ex⸗ 
treame inthe Dogge dapes: what ſo euer is bitten by them, 
lalleth ſtraßghewapes into a Wer * fcare of —_ 
lili.

k #1 no ſmall commoditie and gaynes to the hul⸗ 
| band , ſo the nouriſhing, and maintenaunce of 

"a Poultry, Foule, Bees, and Fiche (pf the 
countrep be fo2 it) dooth commonly aryſe to 
his great aduauntage , whereby both the reue⸗ 
nue is greatly encreaſed, and the table dayly with dayntie, and 
no chargeable dyſſhes furniſhed, Cages, and houſes foz Birds, 
wherein were kept al maner and ſoꝛtes of Foule, were kyꝛſt de: 
niſed by M. Lelius Strabo at Brundiſium, from whiche time it 
was fyꝛſt put in vſe, to penne vp ſuche creatures, as naturally 
were accuſfomed to flee at their libertie in the ay2e . At whiche 
time alſo began to be bꝛought in ſtrange x outlandiſh Foules, 
the keeping and bzeeding whereof, peeldech to the hul band 
both pleaſure , and p2ofite . We haue here bzought in P - 
LARIVS, CHENOBOSCYS, MELISSEVS, and 
PISSINARIVS, euery one of them ſeuerally entrea⸗ 
ting of ſuch thinges, as belongeth to his charge. 

MELISSEVS. Tſzteyouhanebere (PYLLARIPS) 

great ſtoꝛe of Foule, and Poultry, and J beleeue veryly, the 

pꝛokyte and commoditie of them, wyll not quite halle the char: 
ges they put pauto. 

-PY LLARIVS. Pes veryly they quite your colt, whe: 

ther you ſell them, oꝛ keepe them fo2 the Ritchin . It is ſayde, 

that Auidius Lurco made pecrely of his Poultry and Foule 
five hun ed pound 
MELISSEY'S. But J doo a great deale better like the 
common Poultry, that we keepe about our houſes. 
PYLLARIV/S. Wie þaue allo ofthe ſame here at home

PY LLARI/ S. Wellthen with a good wyll J declare 
vnto pou my knowledge,be firſt with thoſe kindes that 
are moſt in vſe : fo among ſt all other houſholde Poultry, the 
cheeke place is due to the Cocke and ihe Henne, that are beſidt 
ſo common, as the pooꝛeſt wyddowe in the countrey is able to 
keepe them. In this Byꝛd there are th2ee poyntes ol naturall 
affection cheefely to be woondyed at. The firſt, the great care- 
fulnelle that they haue during the time of they? litting , wherin 
fo2 the deſire ofhatching theyz young, they ſceme to be carleſſe 
of eyther meate o2 dꝛinke. Secondly, that they beareſuch loue 
to them, as they ſticke not to hazard theyꝛ owne liues in the 
defence of them. Amd thirdly , that in the ſtoꝛme, great cold, oꝛ 
ſicknelle , they p2eſerue and nouriſh them vnder theyz winges, 
not making fo2 the whple any account ofthep2 owne ſelues. 
There is hereofa moſt ſweete compariſon in the Goſpel,wher- 
in our Sauiour CH NIS I compareth him ſelk to the Henn⸗ 
that gathereth her Chickins vnder her winges, And cherefoze, 
ſince theſe are common fo2 enery man to haue, and that they al⸗ 
wayes feede about the houſe „I thinke it beſt to beginne with 
them, and to tell you which are beſt ta be liked , which to be 
bought vp, and which to be fatted. Fitſt, the belt to be bought 
fo2 bꝛoode, are the dunne, the redde, the pellowe, and the blacke, 
the white are not to be medled with, becauſe they are commons 
y tender, and pzoſper not, neyther are they belides fruicetull, 
and are alwayes the fayꝛeſt mike in a Hawke, oꝛ a Buſſardes 
eye . Let therfoze pour Penne be ofa good colour , hauing a 


large body and bꝛeſt, a great head, with a ſtraight redde and 


duble comme, white ezrcs and great, her tallons euen. The beſt 
kind (as Columella (apth) are ſuch as haue fiue clawes , fo 2 
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they be free from ſpurres: fo ſuch as weare thoſe Cockiſh wea- 
pons,are not good fo2 bꝛoode, and diſdayne the company ofthe 
Cocke, and lay but ſeeldome , 2nd when they itce- th „with they2 
vnruly ſpurres they bꝛeake they2 Egges , The little Bullets, 
o2 Hennes, though the old age, both fo2 theyꝛ vnfruitfulneſle, 
and other cauſes diſalowed them, yet in many places they pꝛoue 
to be good, and lay many Egges. In England at this day, they 
are vſed as a daynty dithe at mens tables. In the choyſe of your 
Cockes , vou muft pꝛouide ſuch as wyll treade luſtyly, of co⸗ 
lours, as J tolde you ſoꝛ the Pennes, and the like number of 
tallons, and like in many other pointes, but of ſtature they muſk 
be hytr, carripng theyꝛ heads ſtraight vp, theyꝛ commes muſt 
be ruddy and hye, not hanging, noꝛ falling downe , they? eyes 
blacke and ſharpe, they? bylles ſh92t and crooked , they} cares 
great and white,thep2 wattelles oꝛyent, hauing under them as 
it were a kind of grayiſh beard, the necke feathers of colour di⸗ 
uers, eyther a pale, golden,o2 a glyſtering greene , which mut 
hang rufl ng from his necke, to his ſhoulders , thep? bꝛeſtes 
mult be large, and well bꝛawned, they wynges well feathered 
and large, theyꝛ taples dubled and flagging, they? rumpes and 
thyes ful offeathers,they2 legges ſtrong, wel armed with ſharp 
and deadly ſpurres : They? diſpoſition (fo2 you ſhall not neede

Some thinke it good to 
mingle therewith the leaues oz the ſeedes of Cytiſus , which 
both are thought to be greatly of foxce in making them fruite- 
ful.Jfchis be not to be had, you may kupply the want with 5pe- 
19,02 (as Cardanus ſa th) with [ſecede , which wyll cauſe 
them to lay all the UW:n'cx Chen lay, you mult ſee that 
theyꝛ neſtes be very cleane and kept ffyll with freſhe cleane 
ſtrawe: foꝛ otherwyſe they wyll be full of Fleaſe,and other ver 
mine, which wyll not ſuller the Henne to be quiet, wherby the 
Egges doo not hatch euen togeather, oꝛ many times waxe adle 
and rotten , The Egges that you ſetce vnder them, muſt be 
new? layd, howebeit, ſo they be not aboue tenne dayes old , it 
maketh no great matter: pf you looke not to them, chey wyll 


lraightwayes ſitte after their firlt laying, which you mult not 


ſuffer, fo the young Pullets,are better foz laying, then ſitting: 
the deſire of ſitting is reſtrained, by thꝛuſting a feather thꝛough 
they noſe.

4rifforle myteth, that Egges put in warme 
veſlelles,02 couered with doung,wpl hatch of them ſelues, The 
number of the Egges that your Henne ſhall ſitte vppon, ſome 
would haue to be odde, and not alwayes alike , but in Januarie 
and Febꝛuarie fifteene,and no moꝛe, in March nieneteene,and 
no leſſe: which number you Hall continue all the ſommer , tyll 
September,oz October, after which time it is to no purpoſe to 
breeve any longer: fo2 the Chickin, by reaſon of the colde wea- 
ther and diſeaſes,ncuer pꝛoſper.

Nou muſt 
in nz wile ſhake them , oz ſhoggle them, leſte you bzeake the 
ftringes ol lyfe, that are but newely begun: it hach ben ſeene, 
that by ſhaking of the egges, the Chickins haue been hatchey 
lame. Ie map beſide perceiue whether the Egges will pzoue 
wel o2 no,yffoure dapes after the Henne haue ſitten,you holde 
them vp in the ſunne, 02 other light, and pl you ſee that they be 
cleere, caſt them away,and put other in they? places. Agapnſt 
thunder , that many times marrech the Egges, ſome doo ſette 
about them the leaues oz bzanches of Bayes , oz Bentes, 0z 
Graſſe, others(agayne)the heades of Garlicke,and nayles of 
iron. In the great heate of the Sommer, pou muſt nowe and 
chen ſpzinckle the Egges a little with water, and wet them, 
leaft by the ertreame heate they wart diy and adle, ſpecially 
the Egges of Turkies and Mennes. Ulhen ſo euer pou meane

Some doo vle to ſet by the neſtes, Barly ſteeped 
in water, o Malte, whereby the Goole ſhall not be fozced to be 
any whple abſenc from her Egges.Ulhen your Gollinges are 
come fooꝛth, you ſhall fo2 the fp3it tenne dayes ferde them with 
the Goole in the neſt. Afterwardes, when the weather is faire, 
pou may luffer them to goe abzode,taking good heede that they 
be not ſtinged with Nectles , no chat you let them goe a hun⸗

It is good alſo to haue neare vnto them, ſome good pa⸗ 
ſture, oz meddowe , 02 to ſet about the Ponds oꝛ Riuers , ſuch 
hearbes as they beſt like, as Claucr , Fenegreeke , Endpue, 
Lettiſe, and ſuch other as they moſt delight in, and wherewith 
they? poung doo well feede : beſide , you muſk geue them Otes, 
Barly , and other cozne in water , There is nothing that they 
mote loue then Acoznes,no? that better fatteth them. They de⸗ 
light wonderfully to be amongſt Reeves and Sedges, wherin 
they may lye ſafe from rauenous By2des, but ſo,as there grow 
no great ſtalked weedes,that may hinder thep2 ſwymming: foꝛ 
they delight greatly to play them ſelues in the water, and to 
ſtriue who can ſwym faſteſt , when the weather is fapze and 
warme: fo2 as they loue ſuche places where they may belt pꝛay 
bpon the creatures of þ water, ſu are they much offendet, ik they 
pve reſtrayned of their libertie in ſuymming. In Ulinter, when 
thewaters be frozen, you muſk ply them ſometimes with meate. 
They delight to make theyꝛ neſtes in ſome ſecrete Couert, but 
therein you muſt pꝛeuent them, and make their neſtes in their 
owne lodging, oz abꝛode, wel couered and cloſed with weedes : 
to which neſt you muſt haue ſome litle luce,o2 gutter,by —— 
vou may euery day pomze in water and meate . They? foode 
muſt be (as I ſayd) Otes, Barly, Peaſe, Panicle, Millet, and 
Dpery, pf yon haue any ſtoꝛe. They lay great ftoze of Egges, 
as with Gooſe Egges, pon map well feeve pour fa- 
milie.

keepe them, you muſt ſtrawe ſtickes and ſtrawes fo2 them to 
make their neſtes withal , Their Egges muſt be ſuffered to be 
hatched by them ſelues, oꝛ els remoued x ſet vnder ſome Henne: 
fo the Ducklinges that the Henne hatcheth, are thought to be 
gentler and tamer; Yon muſt take good heede, that the Egges 
whiche they lape , be not eaten and ſpoyled by Crowes and 
Ppes,whple the vanes ſerking aboad oy mate It ſo be

It is belt to let 
the dammes bꝛing them vp, mo they be hatched, they wil

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Hennes and Chickins doo, without a keeper , and get their 
owne liuinges , They be beſt kept in little Jlandes : fo2 they 
flee neither hye, no; karre of , Some thinke it to be a ſpite⸗ 
full and an enuious Bird, as the Gooſe co be ſhamefaſt, and 
that he deuoureth his owne doung , becauſe he woulde haue no 
man recepue benefite by him. Pe lineth (as Ariſtotle ſapth) 
fiue and twentie peeres : he bzeedech at thzee pecres olde, the 
Cocke hauing his feathers diuers coloured: be hatchech in 
thirtie dayes, as the Gooſe dooth, x lapeth thzee times a yeere, 
ye his Egges be taken away and ſet under a Henne. You muſt 
looke, that thoſe that pou ſet vnder a Henne, be newe layd, and 
that the Henne from the firſt of the Boone, be ſec vppon niene 
Egges, fue ofthe Peacocks, and foure of her owne.

MELISSEVS, J woutofaine learne theright ozdzing of 
their outlandiſh Birds, called Ginny Cocks, x Turky Cocks, 
CHEN 0 BOSCV S.! This kind of Poultry we haue not 
long had amongſt vs: fox befoze the peere of our 15 30. 
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Others agayne reckon them foꝛ a kind of Peacockes, becauſe 
they doo in treading time after the ſame ſoꝛt, ſpꝛead and ſette vp 
they? tayles,b2agging and vaunting them ſelues: howbeit, they 
neyther relemble theſe in all popntes. But becaule this kinde of 
Foule, both fo the rareneſſe , and alſo the greatneſſe of they? 
body, is at this day kept in great flockes , ic ſhall not be much 
amille to ſpeake of chem: fo2 in dayntineſſe and goodneſſ e of 
mecate,the Hennes map compare wich epther the Gooſe,o2 the 
Prhenne,and the Cocke farre excell them. The colour of they? 
feathers, is fo2 the molt part white, blacke, oꝛ pyed white and 
blacke, ſome blewe and blacke . Thep? feete are like vnto the 
Peacockes, thep? tayles ſhazt , but ſpꝛead, and bozne vp after 
the Peacockes guyſe, ſpecially when they tread , Theheades 
and the neckes of them, are naked without feathers , couered 
with a wzinckledſkinne,in maner of a cowle,o2 a hood, which 
hanging ouer they? bylles , they dzawe vp, oz let fall at they? 
pleaſures . The Cocke hath che greater Wattles vnder his 
chinne, and on his beſt a tuft ofheare , The colour of that 
winckled'\kinne about his head (which hangeth oucr his byll 
and about his necke,al ſwelling as it were with little blathers) 
be changeth from time to time like the Chameleon,to al colours 
of the Rainebowe,ſfomettmes white, ſometimes red, ſometimes 
blewe, ſometimes pellowe, which colours euer altring, the byꝛd 
appeareth as it were a myꝛacle of nature. The dieting and kee⸗ 
ping of them, is almoſt all one wich the Peacocke , ſauing that 
this Byzd can woꝛſe away with colde,and wette. It is a Byꝛd 
woonderfully geuen ts bꝛeeding, euery Cocke muſt as the Pea⸗ 
rocke, haue foure oꝛ fine Hennes with him: they are moze koꝛ⸗ 
ward in bꝛeeding then the Peacocke, beginning eyther the fp2t 
pecre, oꝛ at the fartheſt at two peere old : they beginne to lay in 
Marche, oz ſooner . In hotte countrys they lay great numbers 
of Egges, y they be continually taken from them and ſet vnder 
Hennes. and pf lo be pou take them not away, they begin to ſic 
at the firſt: foꝛ they be of all others moſt geuen to ſitting, and lo 
much, chat yk you take away al theyꝛ Egges, they wyl ſitte vp- 
on a ſtone, oz many times che bare neſt.

Pompey. ſold his Pigions at.x, li. the papze : ſo much was that 
time geuen to wantonneſle and glutconp, pea at this day in our 
time, hach been ſeene geuen ko a payze of Pigions.x, li. Flem- 
miſh . And therefoze the Douehouſes are commonly built with 
great colt and beautie in the toppes of Turrettes and Houſes, 
from whence by narrowe grated wyndowes, they flee abꝛode to 
they? feeding. Pigions (pf the countrey be fo2 them) are fedde 
and maynteyned with little coſt, feeding chem ſelues all the 
peere long with ſuch meate as they linde abꝛode, except at ſuch 
time as the ground ts couered with Snowe, when as you muſk 
of neceſſitie helpe them with a little mrate. There is two ſoꝛtes 
of chem, one wyld kind, that is bzought vp in Douehouſes, x is 
of colour eyther blewiſh, white, ſpeckled, oꝛ dunne: howbeit, the 
white is not good to be kept, becauſe they be ſooneſt deſtroy⸗ 
ed with vermine .

Some (as Geli«s myteth) doo ſoftly 
tyt they} legges: ĩoꝛ yf they ſhould bzcake them, they thinke the 
paine would keepe them from fatting : but this tying dooth lit⸗ 
tle good, fo2 whyle they ſtruggle to geat them ſelues looſe, the 
labour wyll keepe them from being latte: but thep? legges be⸗ 
ing bzoken , the payne wyll not remaine aboue two dayes, 02 
thee at the vttermoſt, and wyll keepe them that they ſhal neuer 
ſtray from they places . Some vſe onꝛly to pinion them, but ſa 
fall they many times out, and become a pꝛay to vermine: and 
theretoꝛe it is good to bꝛing them to the Ritchin, beſoꝛe they be 
full rype.

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neſt from doung , And though Y «r70 biddes pou to ſweepe and 
make cleane pour Douehonſes continually, and that the doung 
is good pꝛolitable foz the feelde, yet ſeeing this kind ol Foule 
dooth delight in places ſpꝛinckled with theyꝛ owne doung, por 
ſhall notneede to be careful in cleanſing of it, Locke well that 
they be not frayde, oz diſquieted with Gunnes , oz noyſe of peo» 
ple, q other like, ſpecially when they ſitte : and yf you haue oc⸗ 
calion to goe into the houle, ſee that you do it about noone time, 
when they be abꝛoad a feeding, and be ſure to knocke well be- 
loge you come in.

kadell, boyle them al togeather, and make a ſtone of them to be 
ſec in the middeſt of a houſe, Tragus teacheth to take the rootes 
of the Thyſtel,and to boyle them with the pickle of Hearings, 
Conftantine out of Didymus, w)pteth of diuers other thinges foz 
this purpoſe , which who ſo wyll, may trye.

in che feelve , happened an Adder to creepe , was ſaued by the 
dinking of this water, the Adder creeping out behind, without 
any hurt to che childe. In fine they affirme, that þ leaues, iuyce, 
ſeede, and water, healeth all kind of poyſdns, and that the water 
bath healed a woman, whoſe 2eſt was eaten with a canker to 
the very ribbes . J have alſo ſet in this little peece of ground, 
great ſfoze of the hearbe called Namularia, 02 Penigraſle, Penygraſſe, 
which creepeth cloſe by the ground , hauing vpon a long ſtring 
little round leaues , ſtanding directly one againf the other, and 
a yellow flome, like the Crowfoote.Ft is a ſoueraine hearb fo2 
healing of woundes, not only outward x greene woundes, but 
alſo inward ſozes and ulcers, ſpecially ofthe Loonges,wherof 
there hath ben good p2ofe. Trag as afſirmeth, that he hath ſeene 
dangerous, & deſperat woundes cured with this hearbe , being 
boyled with Dony and Wine. and dꝛunke. It healeth exulcera⸗ 
tions of the bzeſt and Loongee, and may be well geuen to tho 
that cough, and are ſhozt bꝛeathed, and to little childoen diſea⸗

Hieron 7 ranſchweyg,commens- 
deth it to be ſinguler good foz all diſeaſes of the Spleen: the 
ſhepheardes of Germany, geue it with great pꝛolite made in 
powder and mingled with ſal, co they cactell diſeaſed with che 
tough, being ſteeped in Tine and deſtilled, it is a moſt pꝛeſent 
remedy in all peſtilent feuers : being geuen two ounces there- 
of wich a little Treacle , and after laped warme in bedde, and 
well couered, it expelleth the popſon by ſweate , and dztueth it 
from the hart. The water of this hearbe taken certaine dayes 
togeather , two ounces at a time, helpech the turnelicke giddi⸗ 
neſſe of the head, voydeth fleame,purgeth blood, warmech the 
ſtomacke, openeth the ſtopping of the Liuer, healeth the diſea- 
ſes of the Loonges, and the Spleen, purgeth the Uaines, the 
Matrice, and the Bladder, it dꝛiueth outſweat and venome,hel- 
peth the Jandiſe, the ſtone of the Reygnes, and other gree- 
nous diſeaſes .
